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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-17 and 57, drawn to a method of characterizing a first molecule and a 
second immobilized molecule, classified in class 435, subclass 5, for example. 

II. Claims 34 and 50, drawn to a method of detecting the occurrence of a polymerase 
mediated template dependent primer and a method of sequencing, classified in 
class 435, subclass 91.1 class 435, subclass 6, for example. 

III. Claim 62, drawn to an apparatus comprising a medium containment element, a 
working electrode, a driver and a signal processor, classified in class 204, 
subclass 403.01, for example. 

IV. Claim 66, drawn to a device comprising a transient electrical signal detection 
element and a computer readable medium, classified in class 204, subclass 193, 
and class 702, subclass 19 for example. 

V. Claims 84 and 98, drawn to a system comprising a transient electrical signal 
detection element, an algorithim present on a computer readable medium, and 
conducting medium sample, classified in class 204, subclass 400 and class 702, 
subclass 108, for example. 

2. It is noted that claim 97 has not been placed in the above restriction, as being an 
improperly dependent claim. Claim 97 depends from claim 95, which has been canceled. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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A) Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case, the 
inventions are directed to methods having different method steps, starting materials, and goals. 

B) Inventions (I and II) and (III-V) are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the 
instant case, the products of Groups III-V are not used in the methods of Groups I and II. As 
such, the Inventions would require search in separate and non-overlapping areas, imposing an 
undue search burden upon the examiner if not restricted. 

C) Inventions III-V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case, the 
products of Groups III-V are not capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects. As such, the Inventions would require search 
in separate and non-overlapping areas, imposing an undue search burden upon the examiner if 
not restricted. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
different status in the art as demonstrated by their different classification and recognized 
divergent subject matter and because inventions I-V require different searches that are not co- 
extensive, examination of these distinct inventions would pose a serious burden on the examiner 
and therefore restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR
